IsTew 2ealand shares an ocean frontier with the United States of America. 
Coins of the United States are well known to New Zealanders, just as the 
coins of New Zealand must occasionally be met with by Americans on the 
Pacific seaboard. Although three weeks of fast steamship travel — or ap- 
proximately 6,000 miles — separates both countries, that distance is of little 
consequence to New Zealand travelers, for the United States is an interest- 
ing ster>ping-stone to the homeland. Great Britain. 

Tlie United States of America has exercised an influence on the trade of 
New Zealand from the earliest sealing and whaling days, notably between 
180 0 and 1850, when American sailing vessels from Nantucket, New Bed- 
ford, and Boston swarmed the virgin fishing waters around New Zealand, 
and a close association has continued down to the present. Today the Unit- 
ed States holds many New Zealand markets, and is completing her “Ameri- 
canization” with her moving-picture industry. Moving pictures, predomi- 
nantly American, represent the main form of evening entertainment in New 
Zealand. 

ISText year New Zealand will celebrate her centennial as a British posses- 
sion. . AAith the assistance of a Government subsidy of £100, the New Zealand 
NumisiTUtic Society is issuing a medal to commemorate the event. It is 
hoped that many Americans will direct their footsteps to New Zealand for 
the celebration. The peaceful grandeur of New Zealand scenery offers a 
plea.siiig contrast with the troubled European scene at the present time. 

Prior* to the arrival of the first immigrant ships from England in 1839 
and 18 40, New Zealand was “no man’s land,” inhabited by a brown-skinned 
Polynesian race, the Maori, and for nearly forty years from 1800 American 
sailors, more than any others, helped to accustom this one-time cannibalistic 
native race to the ways of the white man. This association was inevitable, 
for Ulie sailing masters, when at a long distance from their home ports, were 
conrpelled to provision and water their vessels around the shores of New 
Zealand. 

Tlie ruthless roystering of American, English, and other sailors around 
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the coasts of New Zealand at this time left its mark in the history of the 
country, and these men left behind them a racial admixture that has helped 
in no small way to civilize the natives and to forge a new England, or a new 
America in the Antipodes. Many white — and Maori — families still use names 
that were familiar in Nantucket and New Bedford at this time. Indeed, 
some Maori chiefs have boasted that they had American blood in their veins, 
supporting the claim with the statement that their grandfathers had eaten 
many a good American! 

United States Dollars Used in New Zealand. 

Pew people are aware that silver coins of the United States of America 
were officially accented and listed as standard currency in New Zealand. 

Few people realize that the Spanish piece-of-eight, the American dollar and 

half and quarter dollars were freely used in New Zealand, and that the 
cannibal Maori was brought up to think of money in terms of “torras,’* as 
he termed the dollar. Even the golden eagle and double eagle of America 
circulated with the golden doubloon of Spain and the golden napoleons of 
France. The term “dollar” for five-shillings, and “half dollar” for half a 
crown, are still used coloqually in New Zealand, persisting from the early 
American contacts. 

The early Maori valued coins according to their decorative value, and 
many a good American- — and many a good Englishman, too — was able to 
exchange large silver dollars for the smaller and duller golden eagles, or 
double eagles, to the complete satisfaction of both parties. But the Maori 
soon learned the art of relative coin values, and when he “got his coins 
right” there was no more astute merchant than this erstwhile cannibal. 
Many American dollars were paid to Maori chiefs in payment for provisions, 
such as potatoes, sweet potatoes, and vegetables, and also for land. 

At first, most of the trading was carried on by a system of barter, but 
many whaling and sealing vessels did not carry trade goods, and money had 
to suffice. At the outset the Maori got rid of his dollars, doubloons, eagle 
and napoleons by purchasing anything and everything from visiting beach 
traders, but later the Maori found that these visible riches were an embar- 
rassment, in view of the Maori custom of communal ownership. In order 
to avoid sharing his property with others of his own tribe, the more astute 
Maori preferred money — coins — to barter, for he could conceal gold and 
silver coins under his blanket cape, and leisurely enjoy his riches with the 
smug satisfaction of a Wall Street capitalist. 

In the successive gold rushes to Australia, New Zealand, and California, 
the eddying humanity left its mark, and in New Zealand many links remain 
of these early associations between the three countries. New Zealand’s only 
pirate, “Bully” Hayes, was an American, and his collecting specialty was 
golden eagles, in any condition! 

Just as many Americans have been hypnotized by stories of buried South 
Sea treasure, so also have many New Zealanders looked northward to the 
tropic atolls and palm-fringed islands, the reputed hiding places of untold 
riches from Mexico and South America, and, like many Americans, several 
New Zealanders have organized treature-seeking expeditions and have culti- 
vated many tropical isles in the hope of finding fortunes. The modern 
method of the United States Treasury in re-burying its gold in a vast fort- 
ress will, at any rate, save posterity much disappointment. 

New Zealand and United States share the ownership of Samoa, inhabited 
by a branch of- the Polynesian race which also inhabits Hawaii. With the 
advent of the trans-Pacific air service, American influence will be spread 
even more widely in the islands of the South Sea. It is perhaps interesting 
to the American that President Roosevelt and his doings are followed with 
almost as much interest as the statements and actions of the British Prime 
Minister. He is certainly as well known. 

In some old hoards of coins found in New Zealand are discovered early 
issues of the United States of America, mostly silver; the gold coins disap- 
peared after they assumed a value superior to the heirloom value. Occa- 
sionally eagles of the United States of America are uncovered by the sea at 
the sites of early whaling bases in New Zealand, where the seamen of all 
nationalities foregathered in rum-drinking carousals with or without brown 
maidens before the advent of British sovereignty. Probably the greatest

harvest of seal skins, and whale oil, mostly for the China market, was reaped 
by American-manned sailing vessels of the 40s. 

Sailors of the United States of America have successively “invaded” the 
New Zealand shores. In 1906 — 1 think it was — the United States fleet visit- 
ed New Zealand, and a medal was issued in New Zealand to commemorate 
the event. A much-augmented United States fleet again “invaded” New 
Zealand on a good-will mission in 19 25, and on this occasion the visiting 
sailors were paid in golden sovereigns, said to have been specially struck in 
Australia from bar-gold brought out by the warships. This was the first 
and last occasion when gold coins circulated in New Zealand since the 
Great War, and in a sense these coins were regarded as “American issues”! 
Few specimens have survived the melting pot. 

Captain Cook, who rediscovered New Zealand in 17 69, is buried on Ameri- 
can soil at Hawaii, and medals issued in connection with his work also 
constitute numismatic links between the two countries. 

Although New Zealand is closely bound to Great Britain by ties of birth 
and debt, the United States, which is closer geographically, shares with New 
Zealand a common heritage of birth, ideals and language, and steadily and 
imperceptibly America is spreading her influence in both New Zealand and 
Australia, and in time will be regarded to a greater extent as the dominat- 
ing influence in the great commonwealth of Western democracies. 

I am honored in being asked to contribute a paper to be read before the 
A. N. A. Convention in New York. While it was my intention to make a 
more worthy contribution, I have been engaged in so much serious research 
in the compilation of my Numismatic History of New Zealand for the cen- 
tennial year that I have decided to save the patience of convention members 
and to give some impressions of the historic background that links our two 
countries. I hope that on some future occasion I shall be able to be present 
at a convention, for the names of so many members of the A. N. A. are 
familiar to me through the pages of The Numismatist that I feel that I 
know them personally. I send fraternal greetings and best wishes to the 
Convention from fellow numismatists in New Zealand. 


Behind 

Medal

Bell system employes from office boy to president are usually well ac- 
quainted with the general features of the Vail medal awards which are made 
annually by the various companies comprising the Bell Telephone System. 
Many, however, are totally unfamiliar with the historical details behind 
this c/oveted award, and few numismatists have better than a limited knowl- 
edge of its origin, design and distribution. 

In 1920 a special memorial fund was established jointly by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company and the widow of the late president of 
that company, Mrs. Theodore Newton Vail. The purpose of that fund was 
to provide a continuing sum of money for the distribution of medallic awards 
to employes of the Bell System who should risk their lives in the service of 
others and distinguish themselves among their fellow-men by unselfish 
service beyond the regular call of duty. By this means it was hoped to per- 
petuate the memory of Theodore N. Vail and crystallize in tangible form 
the ideals for which he stood. 

The medal was designed by Sculptor A. Adolph Weinman, who is par- 
ticularly noted for his artistic execution of the models for our current United 
States dime and half dollar. The obverse of the medal bears as its principal 
device a conventional portrait bust of Theodore N. Vail facing slightly to 
the left. At either side of the head in the lower field are the dates of his 
birth (1845) and death (1920) in Roman numerals. At the top, following 
the edge, is the inscription, “Theodore Newton Vail.” 

The reverse of the medal portrays a tableau of three allegorical figures 
supporting a telephone cable and speeding the spoken word along the wires. 
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The central figure of the group, a graceful woman with flowing robes, rep- 
resents the spirit of service. Facing her at the left a nude male figure 
symbolizes devotion to duty, and at her right another portrays loyalty to the 
system. The entire group stands over a tablet upon which is engraved 
^‘Awarded To’^ and the name of the recipient of the specific award. Follow- 
ing the border at sides and top, is the inscription “The Vail Medal for 
Noteworthy Public Service”. In the lower right corner of the field Mr. 
Weinman has set his monogram. 

The dies for the Vail Medal were cut and the medals are regularly exe- 
cuted by the Medallic Art Company of New York City, one of the leading 
concerns in the medallic art field. This organization has produced some of 
the finest art work of recent years and has done a considerable number of 
the dies for the United States Commemor;

out 2 y 2 inches in diameter and 3/16 inch 
in three metals according to the degree of 
service rendered, namely, in gold, silver and bronze. Dess than a dozen have 
been distributed in gold since the origin of the award, while nearly 100 have 
been struck in silver. Numismatically speaking, a specimen of the medal 
in either of these two metals would be a choice addition to any collection of 
communication system medals, while the bronze ones, of which more than a 
thousand have been executed, are themselves highly prized by medallists and 
rarely obtainable for collection purposes. 




The bronze citations are decided upon by a local or regional committee of 
award, but the gold and silver awards are judged by a national committee 
assisted by the various regional groups. In view of the general interest and 
artistic importance of the Vail medal, the national committee has made a 
specimen of the bronze medal available for public display and study at the 
American Numismatic Society in New York City. 

A sum of money accompanies the two senior awards in accordance with 
an established plan, which provides the sum of $250 with each silver medal 
award and $500 with each gold. In exceptionally meritorious cases a cash 
award of $1,000 is permissible. In addition, a reduced-size replica of the 
medal's reverse in the form of a lapel button for men or brooch pin for 
women employes is given to each recipient. The medal and button or pin, 
as the case may be, are both contained in a handsome morocco leather case. 

The Vail medal is considered to be one of the most noteworthy and im- 
portant industrial medals ever issued in this country in modern times be- 
cause it has been given national and even international prominence through 
the ever-widening scope of the Bell System’s influence. Employes of the 
Bell System can be justifiably proud that the ideals for which Theodore 
Newton Vail once stood have been preserved for all time and all people in 
the medallic portraits of himself which have been issued to those whose lives 
have reflected his spirit. 
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The Society Of 
Colorado Pioneers

How many of our readers have heard of The Society of Colorado Pioneers? 
The museum of the American Numismatic Society in New York has re- 
cently acquired a silver membership badge of this society, and its history 
may interest some members of the A. N. A. 

The illustration of the badge is so clear that a minute description seems 
almost unnecessary, save for a few features. The centre bears in relief a 
mounted pioneer, holding a rifle, with possibly the son of the family walking 
beside the team of oxen ‘drawing in ponderous wain their household goods.’* 



On the front seat of the covered wagon may be seen the wife and two small 
children, while the ever-faithful dog trots beside the team. Pike’s Peak 
looms up in the background. The suspender clasp seems particularly indi- 
cative of the early settlers of Colorado. Note the gold-digger’s pan super- 
imposed on a pick, a shovel and a rifle — all most necessary implements of 
those pioneers who first went there in search of gold in 1858. On the 
plain reverse of the badge is impressed DIAMOND PALACE DENVER 
COLORADO, who no doubt were the makers of this attractive piece. 

Samuel McClure, whose name is engraved on the suspender bar, went to 
the Territory of Colorado in 18 60, as indicated by the date on the ornamental 
base border. 

Through the courtesy of J. Alexander Davidson, secretary, we learn that 
the Society of Colorado Pioneers was organized in 187 2 by some of the 
settlers in the Territory prior to December 31, 18 61, the year the Territory 
was established, with Washington Gilpin as the first Territorial Governor. 
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Later the society changed the date of settling to 1870, and at the present 
time all blood descendants of those who settled in the State prior to August 
1 , 1876, are eligible to membership, that being the date when Colorado was 
admitted into the Union as the Centennial State. 

In 1878 the membership amounted to between 2,500 and 3,000, but from 
death and other causes there are but fifty-six members at present, fifty-two 
of them in Denver, one in New York City, one in New Jersey, one in Wyom- 
ing and one in California. The oldest living member went to the Territory 
in 18 59, evidently as a small child, when his parents went to seek their 
wealth in the gold fields then discovered near Denver. 

Nn record has been obtained of the number of these membership badges 
issued, but surely with such a large membership as there was in 1878 other 
specimens should be found in numismatic collections. 

The confines of the present State of Colorado include land acquired by 
President Thomas Jefferson in 1803 as the Louisiana Purchase, and part 
obtained from Mexico in 1848 by the Treaty of Guadalupe-Hidalgo, after 
the Mexican War, when California, Nevada, Utah, Arizona and part of 
New Mexico, Colorado and Wyoming were ceded to the United States. 



Collecting

Instinct

Collectors are just born that way. If the germ is in the blood, it will 
break out sooner or later. It may take the virulent form of coins, or old 
furniture, or milder symptoms will appear, like souvenir spoons or match 
covers. However, if one is not allergic to collectors’ infection, he will not 
catch it no matter how much he is exposed. 

This collecting instinct is a mental phenomenon that has brought untold 
joy to civilized man and has led him, on occasions, to excesses and folly. We 
are taught this from our own experience. What better way to relieve the 
tedium of a long winter evening than fussing over our coins, admiring our 
“cabinet specimens,” or musing over the tempting catalogues that the mail- 
man brings us daily? How instructive is our quest for numismatic infor- 
mation! What pleasures of the chase in pursuing elusive collectors’ game! 
These are bright spots in the picture. There is a darker side. We often 
overdo it. Our fraternity can sympathize with these excesses, however much 
we may deplore their effects. We have a feeling of charity for one who 
would rather buy a rare coin than pay his taxes. We appreciate how easy it 
is to lapse into a state of mind in which the wants of our hobby become 
more insistent than those of food, clothes and shelter. In one instance, at 
least, the collecting mania was responsible for the breaking up of an erst- 
while happy home. Not long ago, in a Far Western State, a lady sued for 
divorce on the sole ground that her husband had become so enamored of 
his stamp collection that he lavished upon it all his attention, affection and

instinct had almost miraculously converted his stamps virtually into co-re- 

spondents. It would needlessly prolong this article to mention the innum- 
erable instances in which collectors have ridden their hobby to death. 

The passion for collecting presents an interesting study for the psycholo- 
gist. Neither from self-examination nor from observance of others have I 
found a satisfactory answer to the question, “Why do we collect?” I have 
noted, however, certain inherent tendencies present in varying degrees in 
all collectors. These I shall attempt to describe. 

The most universal characteristic is a love of order. It is a labor of love 
to arrange and to compare and to classify. This affords the collector the 
greatest satisfaction, and proves one of the strong inducements for collect- 
ing. This love of order marks the essential difference between primitive 
and civilized man. Classification and comparison form the basis of all scien- 
tific knowledge and is accountable for all human progress. Without it, so 
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exemplified in the collector, man would still be living in caves or in nudist 
colonies, and would be using clubs to kill his kind instead of bombs and 
poison gas. . 

Akin to the love of order is a desire for completeness. We strive for 
complete sets of things, whether they be coins or stamps or books. This 
desire is shown in date collecting. It furnishes an explanation for the very 
popular hobby now sweeping the country of filling up cent boards. That 
provides amusement for people in every walk of life. The street urchin and 
the college professor vie with each other in their quest for elusive 1914-D*s. 
The passion for completeness affords a clue to the mysterious disappearance 
of two billions of Indian head cents which no longer serve the palefaces as 
a medium of exchange! 

I have often wondered why there are so few collectors of ancient coins, 
since they have so very much to recommend them. Their antiquity appeals 
to the imagination. They excel in beauty of design and execution. They 
have infinite variety. They invoke the spirit of romance, mute witnesses to 
“the grandeur that was Rome and the glory that was Greece.” But they do 
not come in sets! That must be the answer. Without that spur, most col- 
lectors leave the ancients to their own devices and stick to less inspiring but 
more attainable sets of the moderns. We can realize how potent is this 
desire for completeness when we are induced by it to pay a hundred hard- 
earned dollars for a 1799 cent just because we cannot endure the aching 
void of a missing date. 

Next may be mentioned the love of ownership. If we should have an op- 
portunity daily to see the great Zerbe collection at the Chase National Bank, 
that experience would be a joy and a numismatic education. But cultural 
opportunities are not enough for a collector. He desires, above all, to own 
his coins. It is a feeling at all times uppermost in his mind. He gets more 
satisfaction gloating over a single choice specimen of his own than by con- 
templating the whole cabinet of another collector. 

Bearing some resemblance to the love of possession is the gambling in- 
stinct, which has rare opportunity for expression in the hobby of collecting. 
There is always a possibility of getting an extremely good bargain. Those 
of us still young enough to enjoy a clear conscience and sweet dreams will 
always be dreaming of making a great find — priceless rarities which will be 
ours for practically nothing. To a considerable number this hope furnishes 
the prime motive for collecting. It is a curious phase of human nature that 
an honorable gentleman, practicing the utmost fair dealing in his ordinary 
transactions, when in the throes of the collecting mania will be transformed 
into a Mr. Hyde. Then he will resort to such tricks to attain his object as 
would bring a crimson blush to the swarthy cheek of a gypsy horse trader. 
Is he ashamed of himself? Not at all. On the contrary, he is proud of him- 
self, and never tires of boasting to his friends about the great rarity he 
wangled out of an unsuspecting owner for a mere song. Can it be that 
paying a fair price grows monotonous, and our ethical standards go on a 
vacation? 

There is still another element in the collector’s hobby. Prof. John Dew- 
ey, the great psychologist, says that the desire to be important is the strong- 
est feeling in human nature and prompts more of our actions than any other 
motive. Even the ancient philosophers who railed most bitterly against 
vanity were careful to sign their names to their diatribes. No doubt the 
love of being important stimulates the rivalry betw’een collectors. That 
back-stage vulgarism, “What has he got that I’ve not got?” expresses per- 
fectly, though ungrammatically, their envy and their pride of possession. 
Supported by science and philosophy, you need not be ashamed to admit you 
love to show off your collection. The learned professor would say, with 
scientific bluntness, your object is not so much to educate your public as 
to attract attention to yourself. It is pleasant to impress people and to ex- 
cite their wonder and their admiration. Can you not hear yourself declaim- 
ing in sonorous tones, “This little coin I hold in my hand was issued by Wil- 
liam the Conqueror!” You wait for the gleam in the eye of your hearer. 
If he proves to be unresponsive, you try him with other bait. If he is par- 
ticularly unimaginative and stolid, you may have to resort to the old stand- 
by, the St. Gaudens twenty “that won’t stack.” That will fetch him. Its 
charm is as obvious as that of a fan dancer. 
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Not all the motives of the collector are so little worthy as those I have 
mentioned. For the most part we are actuated by the same zeal that stimu- 
lates the scholar, a curiosity about life and the works of man that may be 
gleaned from our hobby; a love of art or of literature or of history, studies 
that enrich the mind and give life its significance and charm. And not the 
least of these advantages is the opportunity for pleasant association with 
kindred spirits, such as those assembled here today. But nothing that we 
do, nothing that we feel, is the result of a single motive. It is a combina- 
tion of many. 

The impulses that cause us to be collectors may lead us into paths that 
are desirable, or into more devious ways. Let us take a just pride in our 
merits, but find excuses for our foibles in the over-mastery of human instinct. 

Whene’er collectors stoop to folly 
And lack of sanity betray. 

That’s not a cause for melancholy: 

It’s iiiKtiiict makes them act that way. 


Letter On

Congressman John J. Cochran has finally gotten his bill H. R. 27 50 sign- 
ed by the President. This bill prohibits the issuing of any more commemo- 
rative coins on any bills enacted prior to March 1, 193 9, which means there 
will be no more Texas Centennial, Oregon Trail, Arkansas Centennial and 
Daniel Boone coins. This is what your Legislative Committee asked for in 
Section 5 of Senate Bill S. 16 28 introduced by Senator Maloney at my re- 
quest on February 19, 1937. I think now is the time to get the balance of 
the bill passed, copy of which is attached. 

If this can be accomplished it will encourage collectors of commemorative 
coins, and they form a large part of our membership and deserve some con- 
sideration, and it will also help build up our membership. The minimum 
of 25,000 coins to be withdrawn at one time will automatically regulate the 
price. Both the commissions handling commemorative issues and the small 
collectors have learned their lesson, and I predict there will not be as much 
speculation in future issues, as an issue of 25,000 will never become very 
valuable and will always be within the reach of the small collector. 

Most of the speculation during the past two years has been done by small 
collectors who used their bread-and-butter money to purchase coins on 
which they expected a large profit and have been compelled to dispose of 
them for less than the original cost. Our increase in members will soon 
absorb all of these coins, then commemoratives will be back on a collecting 
basis rather than a speculative one. 

- — ahniild span vp.rv rlnaplv all hill s for commemoratives and look 

into the standing of the committees proposing to handle the coins and get 

a clear statement from them on the method they expect to use in distributing 
the coins and give the information to the collectors through The Numis- 
matist. If their method is not ethical, they should be told to change it or 
we would refuse to carry their advertisement or give them favorable pub- 
licity, but, on the contrary, publish editorially the unsatisfactory points in 
their set-up for the benefit of our members. 

I feel that your Legislative Committee was instrumental in substantially 
curtailing the racket that had developed and at a very small cost per capita 
to the membership.

Haiisc'ii, Westeni Representative in Cliarge of the States ol 
California, Oregon, Wasliiiigton and Utah — Our District Secretaries have 
been active and there has been a good increase in the A. N. A. membership 
in the Far West, all of which is confirmed by the lists appearing in The 
Numismatist. We have been unfortunate recently in the loss of Mr. Krachey, 
District Secretary for Los Angeles and vicinity. His death has taken from 
our midst an active worker for the Association. Local societies in Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington are doing excellent work and cooperating 
in many ways with the A. N. A. 

The Fifth Far Western Numismatic Conference held in May in San Fran- 
cisco did considerable for numismatics and it is hoped that it will continue 
to grow as far as attendance and interest are concerned. 

Oregon and Washington have plans for a Northwest Numismatic Confer- 
ence and several new local societies are in the offing.

While this was a business trip, I always 
have hopes of now and then running into a prospective coin collector or a 
well-seasoned one that I did not know was interested. Slowly, our organi- 
zation is breaking ground in this State. Up until about three years ago, 
little was known about the American Numismatic Association, although 
possibly a dozen old coin collectors were members. Since then many new 
names have been added to our roll and we are certainly in hopes of doing* 
better this coming year. 

The Oregon Numismatic Society of Portland is also showing a healthier 
condition than it did two years ago. At that time they had a membership 
of some 15. The membership now exceeds 35. The most of this growth 
has been since the first of January, 19 39. 

During the latter part of May, 19 39, I had the pleasure of attending the 
Fifth Far Western Conference in San Francisco. I not only attended in a 
personal capacity but also as a representative of the Oregon Numismatic 
Society. It certainly was a pleasure to meet many out of town members as 
well as some San Francisco go-getters. 

Tlioinas W. Voetter, for San Diego and Vicinity — There has been no great 
increase of American Numismatic Association activities in this district dur- 
ing the year ended July 31, 1939, but that numismatic interest seems to 
have been maintained at as high a level as in previous years. The largest 
society in the district, San Diego Numismatic Society, has held its regular 
meetings during the period, with a very good proportion of its members 
usually attending the meetings. The membership increased to over sixty 
on June 30th. The society was invited to take part in the autumn of 193 8 
in what promises to be an increasing movement in the San Diego section, 
namely, the annual exhibition of Hobbies, Incorporated. Several of the 
members of the society prepared exhibits of coins and numismatic material, 
which aroused considerable interest among the visitors to the exhibition. 
For future years Hobbies, Incorporated, plans to secure better and larger 
quarters for the annual show, and no doubt our local numismatists will 
prepare larger and better exhibits. 

In the Spring of 1939 the society decided to do its part in the observance 
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of National Coin Week, and a goodly number of exhibits were shown in the 
windows of local business houses. Some enthusiastic members prepared 
more than one exhibit, these being shown at different locations. 

At the Fifth Far Western Numismatic Conference a member of the San 
Diego society was in attendance. Two others expected to attend but at the 
last moment were prevented from doing so. Your District Secretary wishes 
at this time to express his deep appreciation of the numismatic work done 
by the San Francisco collectors in carrying on this conference. 

Paul M. Pout«, for Western Washington — Twelve new members for the 
A. N. A. and five for the Seattle Coin Club have been received. As president 
I presided at ten regular meetings of the Seattle Coin Club and as chair- 
man at two outside meetings. I spoke twice over KIRO Station and four 
times at public gatherings on the following subjects: “The Value of Coin 
Collecting as a Hobby,” “The Charm of Ancient Greek Coins,” “Historical 
Roman Coins” and “The History of American Coinage.” I gave five ex- 
aminations to Boy Scouts for their coin merit badges and am preparing three 
others for the same. I wrote twenty-two letters to prospects, inviting them 
to join either the A. N. A. or the Seattle Coin Club, or both. Due to the 
enthusiasm of a new member in Tacoma, Fuller Coy, I have made him my 
assistant for that part of my district. Already he has secured four new 
members in Tacoma. In my next report I hope to tell of a new coin club in 
Tacoma. 

Max M. Schwartz, for Lower New York — Having received my appointment 
from you on April 7th, 193 9, my report necessarily can only cover the period 
that has elapsed since then. I know that good work had been done in this 
field during the early part of the year by my predecessor, Harry Stein, who, 
because of his pressing duties as president of The Bronx Coin Club, reluc- 
tantly relinquished his position as District Secretary. It has thus become 
my great privilege to serve as District Secretary at a time when my home 
district is acting as host at the 19 39 A. N. A. Convention. I feel certain that 
the coming convention will prove to be highly successful in fostering that 
splendid fraternal spirit that exists among collectors, and that this conven- 
tion will long be remembered as one of the most pleasurable gatherings of 
the American Numismatic Association. As heretofore, Greater New York 
City, with its numerous coin clubs, collectors and dealers, continues to be 
the scene of great numismatic activity. Although I have made no compila- 
tion of the number of A. N. A. members in this district, nor of the number 
of recent additions, I know that both are considerable. 

In order to promote the furtherance of numismatics, and ultimately of 
our organization, I prepared an address on the subject of coin collecting, 
suitable for presentation to non-collectors. This talk, of one-half hour 
duration, I delivered in May, 19 39, to a gathering of one of my fraternal 
organizations. The reading of the paper was accompanied by an exhibit of 
over 200 pieces. The address was so well received that invitations were 
immediately extended to me to give similar talks to two other lodges in the 
fall. 

I succeeded in securing the cooperation of a druggist, who conducts what 
is known as an “ethical” pharmacy in Far Rockaway, where I reside. He 
has repeatedly permitted me to make coin displays in his windows. There 
_I pxhihitp.d. from time to time, coins of current interest, such as a selection 

of Papal and Sede Vacante scudos upon the d^ani Of th e lULUiit P op e, and 

selections of dollar-size coins of various countries now in a state of war, as 
well as type collections of United States coins. These were always accom- 
panied by suitable newspaper articles in a local paper. 

Shortly after my appointment, I ascertained from Mr. Reagan the tremen- 
dous amount of work that would be involved in the monumental task of 
compiling the Index to The Numismatist for the past fifty years. I imme- 
diately volunteered my time and ability to aid him in every possible way in 
that work. He accepted my offer and up to the present date I have spent 
at least 20 working days in the furtherance of such enterprise. 

I would recommend that instead of New York State being divided into a 
Lower District and Upper District, the delineations of which are very vague, 
that in view of the numerous coin clubs and great number of collectors 
situated in Greater New York City, it might be to the best interest of the 
organization to further divide the District Secretaryship of New York State 
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so that a separate district is made of Greater New York City. The remain- 
der of the State can then very well be broken up into two other districts. 
By doing this, the District Secretary for Greater New York City will then 
be at liberty to visit regularly the meetings of the several coin clubs therein, 
without any feeling on his part that he is neglecting any other part of his 
domain. 

Ernest Cenvy, for Colorado — Since last convention several new members 
have been secured, either by me or other members — more than during any 
previous year. Considering the inland location of Denver and Colorado, I 
think Colorado is not behind many other Western or Southern States, with 
the exception of Oalifornia and State of Washington. Two coin exhibitions 
connected with stamp exhibits were held here during the present year, one 
in May, the other just recently during the Trans-Mississippi Philatelic Ex- 
hibition in August. Both attracted large crowds and from interest display- 
ed some results could be expected during the fall and winter. 

Walter P. Bolder and Ted R. Hammer, for Iowa — -The Hawkeye State en- 
joyed one of its best numismatic years in history from Sept. 1, 1938 to Sept. 
1, 193 9. Your District Secretaries are happy to report the addition of 32 
new American Numismatic Association members, in addition to having sign- 
ed several others who reside outside of Iowa. Three new local clubs were 
formed and extension work done on two others, with members aiding in 
forming one Illinois club and participating in the Central States Conference 
at Chicago. The new clubs are at Burlington, Clinton and Fort Dodge, and 
they have a total membership of around 7 0. The Burlington club really is 
the outgrowth of a big hobby club and since the “split-up” both the stamp 
collectors and coin collectors groups have ])igger single rolls than the one 
organization previously had. Two State-wide meetings were held, at Des 
Moines in October and at Burlington in May. There also were several inter- 
club dinners, auctions and gatherings. 

R. W. Thom, for Northern Ontario — As far as my work is concerned, I 
can only repeat that I am far away from densely populated centres, and the 
work we have done is almost strictly of a pioneer nature. I feel that some 
day a harvest will come. Let us hope that it will be under fairer skies. I 
have often wondered what a bunch of numismatists looked like. My wife 
has said that if they look like me they must be different. I did not go into 
the discussion any further. We hope that the inference was complimentary 
and not otherwise. 

Geaorge Sexton, Jr., for Louisiana — I have attempted to secure as much 
publicity as possible for our hobby, and have addressed our largest local 
civic club on coin collecting, distributed ten copies of the Haskin booklet 
secured from Mr. Reagan, Director of Advertising, secured publication of 
an article on “Louisiana Money” in the Shreveport Times, the leading news- 
paper of North Louisiana, and have made two attempts to organize the 
collectors of New Orleans into a coin collectors’ club, the latter effort as yet 
of no avail. Two new members from Louisiana have joined the Association, 
which is a net gain, as we have had no deaths or lapses. The Fugio Club, 
local organization of collectors, is meeting regularly, with an average at- 
tendane of ten from a total membership of fourteen. Programs have been 
interesting and instructive. 

Cliarle.s Buckalew, for Delaware — When I first became District Secretary 
I was the only member from this State. While I have secured some new 
members, I do not feel that we have yet enough to form a local club. Sev- 
eral of us are members of the Philadelphia Coin Club. However, I have 
been giving much attention to work in our junior high schools. I have been 
placing copies of The Numismatist and other coin publications in their read- 
ing rooms and have exhibited coins in their display cases. The display was 
not to show an entire collection, but the various classes of collections and 
the possibility of extending each one. 

Leon W. Fellows, for Maine — Things in a numismatic way are very quiet 
in the State of Maine. Our membership is small and each of us enjoys 
collecting and try to complete what we have started. Your District Sec- 
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retary made exhibits in the windows of two local banks during National Coin 
Week, also sent “Everybody’s Coin Book” to the members, asking them to 
give to some one interested in coins. This book appeals and should bring 
some new members. 

George J. Patterson, for Eastern Pennsylvania — I cannot claim credit for 
the entire year since the last convention, my appointment not having been 
announced until March. The district can report progress. My records show 
an increase in membership of thirty-four (34) members for the year 1938- 
39, five resignations, one death, making a total enrollment of 136. This is 
almost a 25 per cent, increase for the year. 

The Lehigh Valley Coin Club reports gains in membership and numis- 
matic interest. They are a wide-awake group, intent on building a great 
club. 

The Philadelphia Coin Club, drawing members from New Jersey, Dela- 
wars and Maryland, as well as this State, is doing its full share in promot- 
ing numismatic interest. Coin displays and exhibitions, public auctions and 
lectures are included in their program. They have had almost a forty (40) 
per cent, increase in membership since our last convention. This club feels 
that there will be a mutual gain to the members of the A. N. A. and to the 
collectors of this district if the convention were to be held in this city and 
they are “in the market” for the convention as soon as possible. 

May I suggest, as a progressive criticism, that there be established a 
closer cooperation between the District Secretary and the General Secretary. 
Inquiries originating in the district, lists of proposed or new members, and 
the supplying of materials for membership promotion would do much to 
help the District Secretary secure leads for new members. 

All members of the A. N. A. are urged to call upon me at any time for 
any help or service that I can extend to them. 

John AV. Gregor, for Northern Ohio — From September, 1938, to Septem- 
ber, 1939, Ohio had 60 new admissions to our ranks. But there were also 
5 resignations, 3 reinstatements, and no reported deaths during the same 
period, thus leaving a net gain of 55 members for the year. The total now 
is, according to the directory, 24 8 members (individual) and 9 corporate 
members. During the year one new club was organized. The collectors 
of the Akron area decided to have an organization of their own, consequent- 
ly the Akron Coin Club was born. 

In the matter of State organizations, may the A. N. A. membership, par- 
ticularly those members residing in the Eastern Ohio and Western Pennsyl- 
vania region, be informed that on Sunday, July 9, 1939, there was formed 
an organization of coin clubs whose delegates voted to name it the North- 
eastern Ohio and Western Pennsylvania Coin Clubs Association. Its aim is 
to promote numismatic fraternalism and closer co-operation among the coin 
clubs in this territory. The association proposed to hold at least one annual 
outdoor convention each year at some designated location within its bound- 
aries. 

A. A. Allwine, for Nebraska — In a report of my activity as District Secre- 
tary my records show the A. N. A. membership in Nebraska has been in- 
creased by eight, of which seven went through my hands, and I have also 
forwarded one application for Sioux City. I have taken an active part in 
OtTiaha Pnir. niiiK in an e ndeavor to increase interest in numismatics. 

Encouragement has been given to new collectors, and to junior beginners 

by securing for them minor coins at nominal expense which they have been 
unable to secure from other sources. 

I. T. Kopicki, for Illinois — The highlight of numismatic activities in Illi- 
nois was the sponsoring of the first numismatic conference in the Central 
States area. Numismatists from 13 States participated in this successful 
conference, which was held in Chicago on April 22 and 23, 19 3 9. The va- 
riety of exhibits at this conference aroused much interest among the general 
public. The co-operation of all members in our State in the soliciting of 
new members has resulted in an increase in the number of new members 
since my last report. A check on downstate members is going to be made to 
see if there are enough members in any community to start a local club. 
Efforts by the only club in the State to disseminate numismatic knowledge 
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is showing satisfactory results. The receipt of ten copies of Haskin’s “Ev- 
erybody's Coin Book” from the Advertising Director, Mr. Reagan, proves 
that the novice collectors are appreciative of its contents. It is the aim of 
all the members in Illinois to foster and expand numismatic activities and 
to continue to increase the membership list. 

Jake B. Sureck, for Oklahoma — It is with pleasure that I am able to report 
material progress in the advancement of numismatic interest in this district. 
In July, 1938, a called meeting for the purpose of organizing a coin club in 
Oklahoma City was well attended and a permanent organization was estab- 
lished in September, 1938, with fifteen charter members and was incorpo- 
rated as the Oklahoma City Coin Club. At present we have a membership 
of twenty and feel that our organization is now established on a sound and 
permanent basis and will compare favorably with any in the nation. I have 
attempted to contact other members of the A. N. A. in different localities in 
the State for the purpose of organizing another club, but have been unable 
to secure any cooperation from such members. 

Ale.\. R. Seymour, for Upper New York — I believe that upper New York 
State can proudly boast that we have had a good numismatic year. There 
have been 7 memberships sent in to the A. N. A. with my name as District 
Secretary on them. I have also been fortunate enough to get one new 
corporate membership, namely, the Triple Cities Coin Club, in Binghamton. 
I firmly believe I can get another one next year. We had the Central N. Y, 
convention in Cortland this year and had 60 coin collectors there. We had 
as our speaker our good president, J. Henri Ripstra, whom we enjoyed very 
much. This spring we had a joint meeting of the Binghamton, Syracu;se 
and Cortland Clubs at Cortland and had as our guest T. James Clarke, of 
Jamestown. We enjoyed his talk, his coins and his good friendship. Ear- 
lier in the winter we of the Cortland Club were favored by a visit from F. 
C. C. Boyd, of New York City. At the Central New York Convention George 
J. Bauer was kind enough to show part of his famous collection, so that 
during the year we have been favored by a visit from four of the great men 
of the numismatic world and we certainly enjoyed meeting them and learn- 
ing from them. 

I have been very grateful for the honor of being District Secretary of this 
great organization and I have only two recommendations to make. The 
first is that the A. N. A. pay the expenses to the convention of the District 
Secretary of that State where the convention is held. The second recom- 
mendation I have is that we have two more district secretaries in upper 
New York State. There should be a District Secretary to cover the Albany 
district, and one to cover the Buffalo district, and this would help greatly 
on new members and new clubs. 

Dwight E. AV^ard, for Minnesota — A joint four-day exhibition of stamps and 
coins was held at the West Hotel in Minneapolis, together with the Twin City 
Philatelic Society and the Precancel Club. Thirty-six frames of exhibits of 
all kinds of metal and paper money were shown. During National Coin 
Week there was an eight-day exhibit in the lobby of the Curtis Hotel, con- 
sisting of ten frames of coins. This received considerable publicity. Oce 
Curtis had three frames of coins in the window of the Standard Clothing 
Company. Mr. Becken and Mr. McCracken each had attractive displays in 
their store windows. Dr. Dwight E. Ward has had coin exhibits in St. Paul 
in bank windows. At the May 4 meeting at the Curtis Hotel Mr. Arthur 
McCracken exhibited and talked on “2000 Years of British Coinage.” We 
have three local coin clubs here which are going strong and the member^ 
ship is growing nicely. Both Twin City clubs have made numerous exhibits 
in hobby shows, merchants’ windows and the State Fair, where over 250,000 
people viewed one exhibit, and in hotel lobbies, public libraries, moving- 
picture houses, etc. I have been doing all I possibly can to enlarge the 
membership of the A. N. A. in my district, but results have not been grati- 
fying the past year. 

H. E. Rowold, for Western Missouri — Last year I reported that we had not 
a single member in the large city of St. Joseph, Mo., but this year I am 
proud to report three A. N. A. members in that city. An attempt was made 
to form a local club, and while this failed to materialize, the spark is there 
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and it is my prediction that before another year passes this city will boast 
of as fine a local club as any city in the country. In the absence of a 
District Secretary in Kansas, your Missouri Secretary took it upon himself 
to serve this State also. In March he drove to Topeka, Kan., and there, with 
the assistance of Mr. Dooley, since appointed District Secretary for that 
State, helped to get the Topeka Coin Club started. This club, starting with 
25 members, bids well to become one of the ranking clubs in the country, 
due to the able leadership of its president, Mr. Dooley. In April, with 
whole-hearted co-operation of the officers and members of the two big local 
clubs in Missouri, and ably assisted by Mr. Kelley, District Secretary for 
Eastern Missouri, the Missouri State Numismatic Association came into 
being. 

Coin Week was observed by our local club with great results, and efforts 
will be made in 1940 to far surpass our achievements of this year. 

Walter P. Nichols, for Massachusetts^ — ^I have spoken before a number of 
the numismatic clubs in the State, and have also visited the coin club in 
Providence, R. I. I have not confined my acvitities to this State, but have 
visited many of the coin collectors in Southern Maine, hoping to be able to 
form a club there. Numismatics is gaining here all of the time, but many 
of the collectors are unknown to members of the A. N. A., as they do not 
join any society. We have urged all collectors to come to the meetings of 
the Boston Society and then hope to have them join the American Numis- 
matic Association. We have made a gain in membership in Massachusetts, 
and also for New England, but much work remains to be done and the 
possibility is great. 

I am convinced of one thing and that is that New England must be better 
represented in the American Numismatic Association, so that all of the 
collectors may know about it. There are dozens of collectors here that know 
nothing about our Association and it is because the representatives of the 
States do not get around and broadcast it. 

I would most certainly recommend that a District Secretary be appointed 
for Southern Maine — that is, in Portland — and I would also appoint one for 
New Hampshire and Vermont. The only way we can expect to grow is to 
let the collectors know we have such an Association, and the way to let 
them know is by appointing more representatives. I would also have a 
District Secretary for Massachusetts the same as now, and then I would 
appoint some person that can travel a lot as New England Representative 
of the American Numismatic Association who would be over the District 
Secretary and have entire charge of all New England. In this way, the 
American Numismatic Association would be better advertised, and more 
members would be the result. 

WajTie W. AVard, for Idaho — During the past year my work has continued 
to provide the possibility for extensive travel over the State of Idaho. During 
the year's travel I have visited practically every city, town and community 
in the State. At times my official duty (with the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture) has required all of my time and energy, but on frequent occa- 
sions, when the day’s work is done or in lulls in the course of work, I have 
found an opportunity to do a little missionary work for numismatics. When 
it becomes known that I am a coin collector, many people have questions to 
ask about coins. Most of these questions are based upon false information,

They only want to satisfy their curiosity concerning some rumor they have 
heard or seen in print. During the past year I have met several people who 
have small collections or accumulations of miscellaneous coins, as well as a 
number of collectors of cents and other 'current small change. With the 
exception of Mr. Christy, whose membership application I submitted about 
a year ago, I have encountered no person in the State who considers himself 
seriously interested in coin collecting. I have more or less reached the 
conclusion that an individual is apt to carry on collecting of any sort in a 
more or less aimless manner unless he receives inspiration from more ad- 
vanced collectors, either in person or through literature in the field in which 
he is interested. I feel that the only way in which interest in numismatics 
can be fostered in the State is through personal contact with the present 
and potential collectors. The obstacles that I have mentioned above make 
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this a difficult task, and I am often disheartened by the lack of progress 
that I have made during the past two years. However, my personal ex- 
perience has convinced me of the value of numismatics as an avocation. I 
enjoy searching for and meeting fellow collectors and exchanging ideas 
with them. It is my hope that through continued efforts I may be able to 
further the advance of numismatics by promoting fraternalism and develop- 
ing potential interest in the State of Idaho. 

Norman B. Mason, for Soutlieni Ontario — Early in the fall I attempted to 
interest the Boy Scouts here in the merit badge for coin collecting, but 
they advised that there was not sufficient interest to warrant introducing it. 
Later I attempted to arouse interest in a commemorative Canadian coin in 
connection with the 125th aniversary of peace between Canada and the 
U. S., but met with no response. I tried to get a coin talk on one of our 
radio stations, but did not have any luck. There was some talk by two 
of our newspapers of a commemorative dollar in connection with the visit 
of our King and Queen to Canada, and I immediately wrote the mint offering 
my suggestion, sending a copy to our three local papers, one of which pub- 
lished it. I also sent a letter to all Canadian collectors, of whom I had a 
list, suggesting that they, too, write the mint offering suggestions. Probably 
we would have got the dollar anyway. I addressed an inquiry to the 
customs department if any provision could be made to have Library books 
admitted to Canada free of duty. In a couple of weeks I received a reply 
stating that such a measure was before Parliament. Again was I too late 
to be of assistance. I tried to get an article in a house magazine of a 
bank with about 300 branches, but the paper is strictly an internal proposi- 
tion; and while the party with whom I discussed the article seemed inter- 
ested, I was advised he could not use it as I was not connected with the bank. 
I was partly instrumental in placing an A. N. A. ad in Money Talks, pub- 
lished in Winnipeg, and regret that there does not seem to have been any 
results from it. The club organized in Lindsay, Ont., some time ago dis- 
integrated, but we have recently organized a small club here in Toronto and 
I hope this is the nucleus of a live organization. 

Charles F. Nettleship, for New Jersey — Conclusion of the 19 3 8-39 A. N. A. 
year finds the Association with 163 members in New Jersey as compared to 
138 twelve months ago, a net gain of 25. We have lost 5 members through 
resignation, 2 through death, and one member removed from the State. 
These were more than offset by one member who moved into the State and 
3 2 new memberships. Operations of the past year have not altered the 
opinion of your District Secretary for New Jersey that the membership ap- 
plication blank now in use is in need of carefully thought-out revision. Some 
consideration might also be given toward a more equitable distribution of 
initial membership dues for fractional parts of a year. Conceivably this 
might be revised to $3, $2, and $1 for the respective thirds of the year. 
During the year, the New Jersey Numismatic Society celebrated its fifth anni- 
versary with appropriate festivities, and the Society has continued its prog- 
ress both as to membership and character of meetings. The Jersey City 
Coin Club completed its first year of operation during the term covered by 
this report, and the club gives every evidence of taking its rightful place 
among the other numismatic groups in the New York metropolitan area. 

C. Shirley Leachnian, for District of Columbia — There has been quite a 
lot of activity in our city in the past year in regard to numismatics. The 
program committee of the Washington Numismatic Society (the only club 
in this District) has made arrangements in advance and at each meeting 
the members are notified what to exhibit at the following meeting, and with 
the large membership and varied collections all of the members have had 
the opportunity of seeing a great variety of coins and gain a great deal of 
knowledge, as each member making an exhibit has to give a talk on same. 
During the year we have had the opportunity to see some very fine collec- 
tions exhibited at our meetings. During the visit of the King and Queen of 
England quite a few of the members exhibited collections of English coins 
in down-town show windows. During the early part of the year a com- 
mittee was appointed to make exhibits and give talks before The Police 
Boys Club to try and interest the boys in coin collecting, but the report 
brought in by the committee was that none of the boys were in a financial 
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position to purchase coins. Since my last report I have obtained eight new 
members and have extended invitations to all the members of the Wash- 
ington Numismatic Society who are not members of the A. N. A. to join us. 

Arthur B. Kelly, Eastern Missouri — The St. Louis Coin Club, known as 
Missouri Numismatic Society, is the principal numismatic group in this 
district. This organization was founded in St. Louis, February 15, 1938, 
with fifteen charter members. Missouri Numismatic Society to date has an 
enrollment of eighty members and is a going organization, holding corpo- 
rate membership in The American Numismatic Association. This group 
meets once a month and during the past year has been very active numis- 
matically. During the fiscal year of 1938-39 a State organization was formed 
in St. Louis, known as Missouri State Numismatic Association. The presi- 
dent of The American Numismatic Association, J. Henri Ripstra, and the 
national secretary, M. Vernon Sheldon, assisted in the organization of the 
State society and were visitors in St. Louis at the time. 

There have been quite a few new members to join the American Numis- 
matic Association in the past year from the Eastern District of Missouri, and 
the coming year holds promise of many more. 

Albert N. Haiiten, for vSoutli Dakota — We of the Association in South 
Dakota feel it has been a successful year. We have three new members, 
and the old members, despite the obstacles in the Middle West, drought, etc. 
have been very active. Several members have even suggested a club when 
our membership increases. So the interest is certainly increasing by leaps 
and bounds. Hoping and knowing the convention of ’3 9 is to be as successful 
as others have been, we of South Dakota stand as loyal supporters. 

E. D. Skeen, for Northern Indiana — My report for Indiana will be brief. 
There has been no special activity. At one time it looked like Indianapolis 
would organize a club, but I could find nobody who wanted to go on with 
it and it now seems to be a dead issue. Our membership has about held its 
own. With no active dealer covering the State, there is very little chance 
to contact prospects except as the national dealers, etc., secure them. 

A Suggestion — Let the General Secretary provide each State Secretary 
a list of all known contacts, members, former members, subscribers to the 
journal, etc. Expect the State Secretary to canvass this list at least once 
a year. 

Keep advertising the request that dealers and others advise State Secre- 
taries of prospects, and where practical forward the applications to the 
State Secretaries for their signatures. No doubt the Secretaries of other 
States with memberships like Indiana feel at a loss about a procedure to 
aid the A. N. A. and the members, and a very little cooperation like this 
would be a big benefit in many ways. 

This suggestion has been made before with no results, but I still hope. 

Louis A. Burmeister, for Soutliein Wisconsin — This year was a good one 
for our hobby. A great many coin collectors were made through Coin 
Week, which was a big success here. Coins were shown at the various banks 
and other places. I gave several talks and exhibitions on coins throughout 
our State. Our club, which is only five years old, is progressing rapidly and 
we now have seventy-five members. Our meetings are always well attended 
nrf. ftiTirayo nr^irta nf in f.Firpat OH displav.

and exhibitions have been given. I have always been boosting tne A. IM. A. 

and have always gotten a few new members for the A. N. A. 

Victor H. Frazer, for Rhode Island — We have held seven monthly meet- 
ings, and although the attendance has been small, I believe the interest 
shown will equal that of any other club. Our president, Mr. Charles 
Mathewson, has presided at each of these meetings. His interest in large 
U. S. cents is well-known in numismatic fields, and his collection is one to 
be envied. Another quite regular attendant is the Rev. Gideon Burgess. 
Our vice-president, Mr. Henry Aylsworth, is an ardent collector of gold and 
silver. Mr. Kenneth A. Burke is the newly-elected secretary of our Club, 
and a collector of proof coins. Harrie Grant and Cyril Hunter are also 
regular attendants, and from time to time give us displays and talks on 
Roman, Greek, and foreign silver coins. I believe that our club is one of the 
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few that has lady members. Miss Mackintosh, Miss Packard, Miss Make- 
peace, and Miss Marsh are regular attendants. 

One of the most interesting meetings held during the year was on May 18, 
at the Shrine Club in this city. Thirteen guests were present. Eight mem- 
bers of the New Bedford Coin Club, with their president, Mr. Barlow, helped 
to make the evening a pleasant one. 

It is hoped that this winter we may have more friendly relations with 
New England coins clubs. These meetings are of an educational nature 
which should not be neglected by any club. 

Russell Stelifest, for Eastern Michigan — I have no records to show how 
many new members have joined the A. N. A. this year, as our activities in 
this district were along the lines of displaying types of coins and giving 
short talks to Boy Scouts in the East Detroit area. Clifton Temple has been 
very active and is now forming a Junior Scout Club, which will cover ap- 
proximately eight separate Scout Troops. An exhibit was held at the Fern- 
dale Stamp Club’s annual meeting and banquet, which was attended by ap- 
proximately 500 people. The display of coins by types and broken bank bills 
of the Detroit and Ferndale district was very popular. We had space in 
the J. L. Hudson Company’s Hobby Show for six cases of coins and medals, 
held May 22nd to 27th. This exhibit was attended by over 10,000 people. 
Members of the A. N. A. and the Detroit Coin Club exhibited. Sunday, 
May 28th, seventeen members of the A. N. A. and Detroit Coin Club and 
their friends drove to Monroe, Mich., to place a memorial wreath on the 
grave of our founder. Dr. George F. Heath. The Flint Stamp and Coin Club 
has been very active the past year and their coin club members now number 
about 25. I gave a talk on English coinage at one of their regular meetings. 

The Bath City Stamp and Coin Club, of Mount Clemens, has been formed 
during the past year and they are holding very interesting meetings every 
two weeks. 

Garold W. Tapp, for South Carolina — During 1939 there have been a few 
additions to our membership from my State and at this time there are more 
members in South Carolina than at any past date. The showing is still poor, 
but prospects are bright for a great increase during next few months. I 
have circulated among collectors and prospective members a few of the 
Haskin booklets furnished by Mr. Reagan, and while it is of interest and 
serves a purpose, I would suggest that we put out a booklet of our own 
which would conform to our own needs. I would also like to suggest that 
State Secretaries be furnished with some properly prepared literature to mall 
prospects. 

Oscar G. Schilke, for Connecticut — Since the last convention we have 
taken into the Association seventeen new members, including one corporate, 
thirteen of which were proposed from this office. During the past year we 
have lost seven members — there were six resignations and one death. 
Last year there were 108 A. N. A. members in Connecticut of which four 
were corporate. Today we have 118 A. N. A. members of which five aro 
corporate. Previous to National Coin Week I personally contacted leading 
numismatists of cities and towns in Connecticut and asked them to help 
put over National Coin Week. As a result we had 33 coin displays in 21 
cities and towns about the State. 

I made three fifteen-minute broadcasts over Station WATR, Waterbury, 
and one fifteen-minute broadcast over Station WBRY, Waterbury, during 
National Coin Week. Radio broadcasts were also made by Major Baldinger 
over Station WELI, New Haven, and by Hal Sturges over Station WICC, 
Bridgeport. 

I answered questions weekly, sent in to our local evening newspaper, 
which was featured as a Numismatic Question Box. 

Upon receipt of invitation blanks I sent them out to 217 known collectors 
about the State who were not members of the Association. The resut pro- 
vided many inquiries and promises. 

Arrangements are about completed for the forming of a numismatic club 
in the New London section of the State. 

Otto Kersteiner, for Southwestern Ohio — The Association has gained ap- 
proximately twenty-five new members in this section during the year. Two 
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new clubs, the Cedar City Coin Club, of Lebanon, Ohio, and the Hamilton 
Coin Club of Hamilton, Ohio, have been organized and both have become 
corporate members of our Association. The rising interest in numismatics 
in this section bids fair to enlist more members in the future and will 
ultimately be the means of developing some real scholars of numismatics. 
During Coin Week all four clubs in this district made numerous displays in 
various public places, such as banks, and in at least two instances in connec- 
tion with local hobby shows. In addition to this, the Cincinnati Numismatic 
Association, through H. A. Brand, went on the air and delivered a general 
discourse on numismatics during the week. 

J. H. Morris, Jr., for Alabama — We only held our ground in Alabama dur- 
ing the year 1938-1939, as we made no increase in membership. We are 
members of the A. N. A. as individuals, without a local club, so we can’t 
expect to grow and prosper until organized. We will put forth a little more 
effort next year to obtain new members so we may organize a club in 
Alabama. 


FIRST MISSOURI STATE MEETING. 

The first meeting of the Missouri State Numismatic Association was held 
at the Pickwick Hotel, Kansas City, on October 14th and 15th, with more 
than 100 persons registering in the display room during the two days. The 
meeting opened at noon on Saturday, and by evening many new acquaint- 
ances had been made. At 6.30 P. M. a banquet was held. Dr. Richard Hel- 
man acted as toastmaster and George G. Paris gave the welcoming address. 
Piano music and songs by Miss Katie Lou Pearson preceded the speakers. 
The ten door prizes were won by out-of-town visitors. 

A small medallion had been ordered struck, but two days before the meet- 
ing it was learned that they could not be completed. However, Mr. Thor- 
son, of Omaha, and Mr. Ford, of Kansas City, saved the day by distributing 
tokens to everybody. Under the able direction of Mr. Walter Rauert, of 
St. Louis, the auction got on the way at 9.30 P. M. About 125 lots went 
under the hammer at the auction. After the auction the visitors were enter- 
tained as the guests of the Kansas City group at the Elks Club. 

The business meeting on Sunday proved a surprise to all those in attend- 
ance, for the principal speaker, Arthur B. Kelley, of St. Louis, outlined most 
convincingly his idea about State meetings in general, and in particular as it 
would affect our organization, and his plans were approved by all present. 
Mr. Kelley’s plans are to the end that all State or sectional associa,tions 
should make room for regional meetings to be sponsored by the A. N. A. 
with the District Secretaries in the various regions to arrange for the meet- 
ings. Mr. Kelley was asked to communicate with the President of the A. 
N. A. to ascertain the attitude of the A. N. A.

M mSMATICS AND THE WAR. 


The current European war has affected the supply of new foreign issues 
available to collectors in the country, due to irregular communications and 
stringent export restrictions. News of new issues has reached us, however, 
regarding a new coin for Czecho-Slovakia. Yugoslavia has released an 
aluminum-bronze one dinar, which is a part of the series previously men- 
tioned in The Numismatist. A special coinage for Albanian use, has also 
long been heralded. Rumania is to issue a set of commemorative coins to 
mark the centenary of the birth of Carol I in 1839, (1866-1914) under 
whose reign Rumania had a period of great expansion and prosperity. This 
new series is to have coins in several metals, including gold, but on what 
standard these new pieces will be struck is not yet known. Collectors may 
also expect in the months to come a new series for Pope Pius XII. 

A notable increase in the interest shown by collectors in certain European 
series has likely been fostered by the war. Polish, Czecho-Slovakian, Finnish 
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and Dutch coins particularly have been sought by collectors to complete 
their series. . 

If the new issues released following the last war are to serve as a basis 
for comparison, we shall not see any large number of new issues until the 
close of the war. Should the currencies of Europe undergo any changes as 
great as those which occurred in the 1914-1919 period (an unbelievable 
depreciation had taken place in those years), it is impossible to even hazard 
a guess as to the metal of which the new issues will be struck. 

From an economic viewpoint, numismatics presents a very unusual and 
interesting panorama. Throughout the nineteenth century, and up to 1914, 
the currencies of the world, and Europe in particular, were on a fairly 
stable and uniform basis. The majority of nations had their currencies in 
some way associated with the pound sterling or the French franc. Following 
the war the finances of these same nations were too disrupted to be again 
placed upon their former standards. New values, new units and new asso- 
ciations were formed. The franc was largely abandoned in principle, even 
if not in name, and the dollar as an international standard assumed a new 
position. • 

Two other factors must also be considered: The present general failure 
of nations to employ gold as currency, resulting in making it impossible 
to obtain gold coin for gold notes. There is also the shift in gold holdings 
of the various nations. No longer has each nation a quantity of gold from 
which international settlements are made. A few nations today control the 
world’s gold supply and the world’s gold movements. 

Our American dollar bills clearly show the trend. Formerly reading 
“One Silver Dollar,’’ but today reworded, “One Dollar in Silver,’’ which rep- 
resents only a share or a unit, but not any specific amount. 

The future presents interesting problems. Will the nations of the world 
return again to a coinage in gold? Will such coinage ever be payable upon 
demand to the public? Will extension of the barter system affect coinage? 
Will it obviate coinage by the issuance of credit notes? Will the use of 
tokens and token currency become more widespread than at present? 

Living through a period so crucial in currency matters, collectors will do 
well to interpret their coins in terms of their significance as “money’’ and 
not solely as “obverses and reverses.’’

ITIE GRADING OF (X>INS BY CONDITION. 

I was much interested in Mr. Epps’ criticism in the November issue of the 
classification of coins. I agree with some of it. All will agree that the pur- 

pose of a description of the conaition ot a c6 in shdUlfl Id cuuvey tu tlie 

reader or possible purchaser as clear an idea as possible of the condition of 
the coin. This is very important with the rarer coins. Sometimes it cannot 
be done with the grades of condition he mentions. And the element of differ- 
ence of opinion is always a factor. It seems to me that the difference be- 
tween an “extremely fine” coin and a “very fine” one, if there is a differ- 
ence, is very slight. The term “almost uncirculated” also seems unneces- 
sary. But if any description in addition to the seven grades Mr. Epps men- 
tions will help to convey the actual condition of a coin, the dealer is justi- 
fied in using it. 

There may be times when the description “was a proof, now fine,” may 
be permitted, but never “now uncirculated.” A coin that was once a proof 
but has lost its proof surface through improper handling may be more de- 
sirable than one that was struck for circulation and now is only fine, because 
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“a proof coin now fine” means that it was originally a perfect specimen and 
free from the light scratches and trifling nicks that are found on many un- 
circulated coins. 

I have always been more or less intrigued by the term “fine for coin” and 
believe it expresses a grade of condition to which none of the usual descrip- 
tions truthfully apply. Collectors of United States coins only should not be 
concerned about this term, because it does not apply in the case of most 
mint issues. But there are other coins, particularly necessity issues, which 
it is impossible to describe by any of the ordinary grades of condition. Such 
necessity issues imply a lack of coinage facilities — lack of a competent en- 
graver and engraving tools, an emergency or unsuitable press for stamping, 
and the absence of proper facilities for preparing the planchets. The pro- 
duct, under these handicaps, is coins of uneven thickness, on which only por- 
tions of the designs and inscriptions can be deciphered, although the coins 
may have seen only slight circulation. The best pieces of such an issue could 
not be graded above fair, because parts of the inscriptions and designs do 
not show. To call them “fair” or “good” would be unfair, and to term them 
“fine” would be untrue. And for such pieces the term “fine for coin” is not 
only excusable but proper, although a better term would be “fine for this 
issue.” A. N. A. MEMBER. 


TWENTIETH ISSUE OP THE SOC IETY OF MEDAUISTS. 

The twentieth issue of the Society of Medalists has been distributed to its 
members. The sculptor is John Gregory and the medals were executed by 
the Medallic Art Company. They measure 2 15/16 inches in diameter. 



It has been termed a “betrothal medal” by the artist. Its theme is taken 
from the scene before the cell of Prospero, in the fourth act of “The Tom- 
pest.” In the development of the scene, after the betrothal of Ferdinand 
and Mirando, Prospero would bestow upon the eyes of the young couple 
some vanity of his art, and with the aid of his industrious servant Ariel, and 
his own supernatural machinery, he produces “A Masque.” 

Iris, Ceres, and Juno appear, to soft music, “a contract of true love to 
celebrate, and some donation freely to estate on the bless’d lovers.” The 
inscription on the medal is taken from this last couplet of the song of Ceres. 

John Gregory was born in London, England, May 17, 1879. He studied 
at the Art Students League of New York, the Lambeth School, London, Eng- 
land, and the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, Paris, France. 

He is a member and former president of the National Sculpture Society, 
a member of the National Academy of Design, a Fellow of the American 
Academy in Rome, and an honorary member of the Beaux-Arts Institute of 
design. 
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RARE WORLD’S FAIR MEDAI^S. 

While the New York World’s Fair of 1939 has come to a glorious end, 
two medallic items have just come to our notice, which without doubt will 
prove to be the richest numismatic souvenirs of the World’s Fair. 

Among the rarest metals are those in the so-called platinum group, com- 
posed of platinum, palladium, iridium, ruthemium, rodium, and osmium. 
All these metals occur only in small quantities as by-products of other mining 
industries, and have an important use in chemical, electrical, and manufac- 
turing industries; and new further uses are continually found for these 
metals through modern research. Of course, the use of platinum in fine 
jewelry is well known, and numismatists are familiar with the use of this 
metal in some coinages of Russia of the first half of the nineteenth century, 
before its intrinsic value began to surpass that of gold. But otherwise, 
neither platinum nor palladium have found much usage in the numismatic 
field by reason of their prohibitive high value. 



PlatinuiTi Medal. 


Platinum and palladium medals have been struck by the firm of Baker & 
Co. who are specialists in this field. The platinum medal here illustrated 
shows on the obverse the alchemist symbol for platinum, while the reverse 
shows six stars for each of the elements in the so called platinum group. 

The medal has been issued in three sizes, containing one ounce, five 
ounces, and ten ounces, respectively, of the metal platinum, and the present 
illustration represents the one-ounce size. 



Palladium Modal. 


The palladium medal, also illustrated herewith, shows on the obverse the 
Trylon and Perisphere, and on the reverse, a very attractive statue of Pallas 
Athena, Goddess of Wisdom, Good Fortune, and Health, after whom the 
metal has been named. As this metal is considerably lighter than platinum, 
the respective metals are larger than the platinum medals. Our illustration 
is that of the one-ounce medal and similar medals have been issued in one- 
half-ounce sizes.

HAVE YOU ORDERED YOUR COPY OF THE FIFTY-YEAR INDEX? 
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FEW COUNTERFEIT COINS TAKEN AT WORIATS FAIR. 

The Secret Service has reported that of the $93,772,195 spent by, 
25,780,127 persons at the New York World’s Pair, only $1,376.20 was 
found to be counterfeit or “queer” money, says an Associated Press dis- 
patch from Washington. Supervisory officials said the counterfeit percent- 
age was “reduced to the negligible figure of .00001467, which is a record 
of which the service may well be proud.” 

No single reason was given for the showing. Officials thought it might 
have been due to a combination of factors, among them a possible indica- 
tion of better times, since counterfeiting declines in such periods. Secret 
Service agents were assigned to a special office in the exposition grounds 
on the opening day to instruct cashiers and other money handlers in the 
art of detecting counterfeits.

SWEDISH MEDAI. AWARDS. 

Translation from the Stockholm Nordstjernan, November 9: The Academy 
of Sciences held its regular meeting on October 11. The 200th anniversary 
of the Academy was to have been celebrated on the 23d to 25th of Septem- 
ber, but on account of the international situation was postponed, and this 
was the first gathering of the members of the Academy since that time. 
Among others present at the meeting were the Crown Prince Eugen, as well 
as Counsellor of State Engberg and other representatives for the ecclesias- 
tical department. 

The meeting opened with remarks by Prof. R. E. Fries, presiding, concern- 
ing the bicentennial. The Academy had decided at an earlier date to dis- 
tribute four gold medals, viz.: The large Linnd medal, the Arrhenius medal, 
the Verner von Heidenstam medal and the Soderstrom medal. None of the 
recipients were able to be present, but their names were announced. 

The Linnd medal was awarded to Prof. N. H. Nilsson-Ehle. The Arr- 
henius medal, of which this is the first award, went to Dr. Gilbert N. Lewis, 
of the University of California. The Heidenstam medal, which is a medal 
awarded to outstanding nature conservation patrons, went to Dr. Percy R. 
Lowe, the present chief of the ornithological department of the British Mu- 
seum.

The 193 8 
issue may be had rather liberally, and some of 1939 have been found, but 
they are from Philadelphia. Generally speaking, the Jefferson nickels do 
not last long in circulation, as the curiosity of the public still holds them for 
future hopes of great profits.

Of 
these last Mr. Asch says: “They are the only contemporary documents of

other rulers of the time. — New York Times. 


VATIC AN TO ISSUE ( GINS FOR NEW POPE. 

New Vatican coins of Pius XII’s Pontificate will be put into circulation 
soon, it was announced on November 7. They will be similar to those issued 
during Pius XI’s reign after the signing of the Lateran treaty, bearing, how- 
ever, the likeness and coat-of-arms of the present Pope. The coinage of 
Vatican money is regulated by a ten-year Italo-Vatican agreement signed in 
August, 1930. The Vatican is bound to use the Italian mint, while the 
Italian Government must accept Vatican coin as legal currency. — New York 
Times.
